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Bomb explodes on New York subway, injuring dozens

A BOMB exploded on a crowded 
New York City subway train in 
ye heart of Wall Street yester¬ 
day, turning the car into chaos 
and injuring at least 37 people, 
four critically. 

Unconfirmed reports said one 
I^rson was killed in the explosion 
that npped through a No. 4 
Brooklyn-bound train as it pulled 
into ye Fulton Street station in 
the financial district just after 
1:30 p.m. 

PoUce and emei^ency medical 
service spokesmen denied there 


was a fatality. 

Mayor Rudolph GiuUani said 
there were possibly two explo¬ 
sions within seconds of each oth¬ 
er, but gave few other details at a 
curbade news confmnce in a 
street filled with ambulances and 
police cars. 

CBS News reported that a sus¬ 
pect was in custody and was held 
at the Comeli Unlverrity Bum 
Center, where he is being treated 
for severe bums. ' 

No or^izatidn has claimed 
responsibility for the bombing. 


The explosion occurred a few 
hours before the height of rush 
hour in the shadow of the World 
Trade Center, where a bombing 
killed six and injured over 1,000 
people on February 26, 1993. 

There were unconfiimed re¬ 
ports that one mao was injured 
when the device blew up in his 
lap, giving rise to speculation that 
the man was the bomber and was

The device appeared to be 
some kind of glass jar, filled with 
flammable liquid and with an ex¬ 
ternal igniter, said Police Com- 
tnisaoner William Bratton. 

Tbe incendiary device was ap* 
parently on the sxth car of the 
train, said Bratton. 

Hundreds of passengers rushed 
out of the train, leaving brief¬ 


cases and purses behind as they 
ran for safety. 

^'People were running, and 
trampli^, and it was mayhem. It' 
was just chaos,** a passenger, 
Bennett Fischth^, told a local 
TV station. The tram was crowd¬ 
ed with passengem standing, and 
the explosion set off a bail of 
flame, he said. 

Tbe subway station rits below 


tbe section of Broadway that 
fonns the "^canyon of heroes,** 
the route of ticker tape parades. 
Wall Street sits about five blocks 
south, Gty Hall four blocks to 
the north. 

The train was loading and un¬ 
loading passengers when the ex¬ 
plosion occurred, on the sixth an- 
mversaiy of the bombing of the 
Pan Am Sight over Lockerbie, 
Scotland. 

*‘Theie was a lot of Same, a lot 
of people running around on fire 
and a lot of people helping 


foem,” Fischthal said. 

*‘There were people on the 
ground, burning, rolling 
around," he said. “It looked like 
a couple of people were uncon¬ 
scious and there were a lot of 
people putting them out." 

GiuUani arrived at the explo¬ 
sion site about an hour after the 
blast. Vtctims wearing oxygen 
masks were on stretchers along 
Broadway. 

All subway service to lower 
Manhattan was halted, stranding 
half a million passengers.

^ FOREIGN Minister Shimon 
Peres and Palestinian Authority 
Chairmmi Yasser Arafet agreed 
yesterday tooonduct separate but 
parallel talks on red^loyment 
and elections. 

The liighly-sensitive issue of 
where the IDF will actually pull 
back, from in the territories is to 
be decided between Prime Minis¬ 
ter Vftrhak -Rabin and Arafat, 
according to an Israeli official 
who attended tbe meeting be¬ 
tween PLO leader and Peres. 

Environment Minister Yossi 
Sarid, who partidpated in the 
talks, said the issues of redeploy¬ 
ment and the transfer of more 
civilian authority to Pal estinian 
control will ^ ^alt witii at the 
Rabin-Arafat level. 

Elections, economic develop¬ 
ment, and issues left over from 
the first stage of the DOP, such 
as prisoners, will continue to 
discussed in Cairo starting neirt 
week. 

Tbe two-tier arrangement 
places more emphass on rede¬ 
ployment than on elections, as 
requested by tbe Palestinians; 
but also separates tbe two issues, 
at least procedurally, as Israel has 
demanded. 

^ **Tbe feet that we have dedded 
to start the second stage negotia¬ 
tions in the order that we have 
explained shows tbe seriousness 
of OUT commitment," Peres told 
reporters after the two-hour 
meeting at Arafet's sea-front of¬ 
fice in Gaza. 

“We already feel there was 
poative progress,” said Arafat. 

Sarid sharply denied a Channel 
One report that Peres and Arafat 
were heading for a deal that 
would involve IDF redeployment 
away from Jenin, Ram^ab, and 
Bethlehem. “In the most authori¬ 
tative way, I can say that abso¬ 
lutely no locations have been dis¬ 
cussed. It is not true, nor would it 
be wise. This is being left for 
Rabin and Arafat." 

Israel favors negotiations now 
on tbe prindple of IDF partial 
redeployment from specified lo¬ 
cations in tbe territemes, as 
of a package involving Palestin¬ 
ian elections and transfer of addi¬ 
tional dvilian authority. 

\^en asked whether the Pal¬ 
estinians accepted or rejected 
this, Sarid replied, “They neither 
accepted nor rejected this. Our 
sense is that they feel this could 
be the basis for negotiations be¬ 
tween Rabin and Arafet.** 

A staged withdrawal was not 
raised, Arafat ^kesman Mar- 
wan Kanfeni s^. 

“All of us are are committed to 
the DOP. The only thing we real¬ 
ly want is to introduce tbe neces¬ 
sary ingredients and stejK, learn¬ 
ing from our experience in Oaza. 
And even this will be done by 
mutal consent," Peres said. 

He said the security talks 
would involve direct Arafet-Ra-. 
bin meetings and also contacts 
through ‘‘fex, telephone, and em¬ 
issaries/’ all held in complete se¬ 
crecy and without deadlines. 

“We spoke generally, not in 
detail. Actions speak louder ... 
The important thing is tlwt w 
are takfog into consideration iS" 
raeli security," Arsfat 
Kanfeni said that other iss^ 
nKntioned in the talks wre to 
Palestinian decision to establish 
an industrial park, pasj^e 
between Gaza and Jencho. and 
prisoners.

Air force strikes in Lebanon called ‘futile

MOST air force strikes in Leba¬ 
non in tbe past year have been 
exercises in futility, serving only 
to instill fear in villages harbor¬ 
ing Hizbullah forces, but not de¬ 
terring or dama^i^ the organi¬ 
zation, a senior air force source 
said yesterday. 

The source noted there has 
been a moderate decline in the 
frequency of air force sorties in 
Lebanon in the last several 
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months, as well as a decline in 
the tonnage of bombs and num¬ 
ber rockets fired, although the 
general number of strikes has 
actually risen. 

According to IDF figures, 
there have been 21 strikes in 
Lebanon so far in 1994. com¬ 
pared to 16 in 1993 (excluding 
air activity during Operation 


Accountabili^ in July of that 
year), while in 1992 there were 
over 20 strikes. 

**There are more effective and 
surgical measures to combat 
Hi^ullah than these strikes, 
which sometimes cause collater¬ 
al damage in villages that does 
the original purpose a disser¬ 
vice," the source said. “Every 


strike is described as being 
against Hizbullah strongholds, 
but in fact we learned in tbe past 
year that their mode of opera¬ 
tion uses no fixed bases from 
which operations are launched 
or artillery is fired.** 

Tbe air force often regards 
strikes in Lebanon against Hiz¬ 
bullah and tbe Popular Front for 
tbe Liberation of Palestine as 
good training for pilots. 


Weizman prepared 
to meet with Assad 


Ministry admits it keeps 
marriage blacklist

HAIM SHAPIRO 
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PRESIDENT Ezer Weizman 
yesterday declared his readiness 
to fly to Damascus to nieei Presi¬ 
dent Hafez Assad, if such a move 
would push peace forward. 

“There is no comprehensive 
peace without Syria," Weizman 
said. “Assad has reservations be¬ 
cause of the p^ce treaty uith 
Jordan, but that is not productive 
... I am ready to go and meet 
him." 

Weizman was speaking to re¬ 
porters at Ben-Gurion Airport 
on his return from a 4S-hour state 
visit to Egypt, during which he 
met four times with President 
Hosni Mubarak. In their discus¬ 
sions, the two reportedly ex¬ 
changed views on new ways of 
pushing forward the Syrian and 
Lebanese tracks, as well as rela¬ 
tions with the Palestinians. 

One possibility reportedly dis¬ 
cussed was the idea of a personal 
meeting with the Syrian leader. 
While in Cairo. Weizman had 
told reporters that new ways of 
attaining a breakthrough with 
Damascus were being sough*. hut 
be did not elahorate- 

Mubarak is expected to meet 
with Assad and Saudi Arabia s 
King Fahd next week in Riyadh. 
However, he told The Jenaa^ 
Post that no such meeting had 
l)een finalized. 

Weizman repeatedly streaM 

the importance of Egypt's role m 
mving new momentum to the 
Process. “Mubarak is doing a lot. 
He secs it as in Egypt’s interesno 
seek a solution with Syria. Mt 

that now depends on Assad. He 

described Syria as "to hardest 
nut to crack."

Meanwhile. Egypt has agreed 
to renew its search for the 23 IDF 
soldiers missing in action on 
Egyptian soil, Weizman said. 

He said that his personal aide 
de camp. Brig.-Gen. Shimon He- 
fetz, had remained in Cairo to 
confer with Egyptian military 
leaders on the subject. “The 
Egyptians are not m^ing prob¬ 
lems about this." Weizman said, 
“but there is a great deal of bu¬ 
reaucracy involved... We have to 
remember they have large num¬ 
bers of MlAs of their own." 

During discussions on the Pal¬ 
estinian question, Weizman 
called on tlw Egyptians to make 
every effort to invest in the Pales¬ 
tinian Authority. This is essential 
to strengthen Yasser Arafat’s 
standing among the more moder¬ 
ate Palestinians, Weizman said to 
Che Egyptian interlocutors. 

While Weizman and Mubarak 
concentrated on the peace pro¬ 
cess, combatting fundamentalist 
terrorism was reviewed by For¬ 
eign Minister Amr Moussa and 
Foreign Ministry senior deputy 
director-general Eitan Bentzur. 
They also discussed outside back¬ 
ing for terrorism. 

Weizman. who has from time 
to made mention of the need 
to include all the countries of the 
region in an eventual peace, told 
the Egyptians that Israel does not 
feel itself bound by US policy 
towards Iraq. 

The Egyptians also noted that 
Lybla had recently changed and 
could possibly be included in the 
process at a later date. 


THE Religious Affeiis Ministiy 
has a secret computerized list of 
10,000 people who are prohibited 
from marrying other Je?^, accord¬ 
ing to Jeruraiem Gty Coundl- 
woman Anat Hoffman, who said 
that she intends to challenge the 
legidity of the list in court. 

Hoffman said that the list in¬ 
cluded about 2.000 people identi¬ 
fied as niamzerim (mfrpring of a 
forbidden union), whfle the rest 
were those whose status has to be 
clarified. That means, she said, 
tiieir inclusion was based upon ru¬ 
mor, gossip, or malicious reports. 
Those included only learned about 
it when they registered to be mar¬ 
ried, a step usually only taken 
shortly before the wedding. 

Hoffman said she received her 
information from a clerk in the 
govemmem computer agency, 
who kmw of tbe list through bm 
work and fdt she could not live 
with herself if she did not do some¬ 
thing about it. Some of the names 
are young people in sebod with 
her children, Hoffman quoted tbe 
clerk as saying. 

Religious Affairs Ministry Di¬ 
rector-General Ze’ev Rosenberg 
yesterday admitted that tbe list ex¬ 
ists, felt said that it contains no 
more than 4,000 names. Rosen¬ 
berg told Israel Radio that those 
on the list learn they are included 
'Nvhen it becomes necessary for 
them to do so.” 

“We are talking about 4,000 
people, most vrith small problems 
... only the minority of tiie minor- 
ity are reallv big tragedies." Se¬ 
phardic Chirf Rabbi Eiiahu Bak- 
shi-Doton toW Israel Radio. 

Also speaking on the radio was 
a mother of nine Mio said that her 
son had been told that he was a 
mamzer when he appUed to many 
at the rabbinate. The woman, who 


said that hers was a religious fem- 
hy. said that ber older daughter 
h^ been married by a rabln. 

To protect tbe woman and ber 
femily, ferael Radio did not dis¬ 
close ber identity or why her cfail- 
dren are considered mamzerim. 

In a related case, a rabbinical 
court in Tiberias annulled the 12- 
year marriage of Sboshana Hadad, 
because one of ber ancestors, a 
coheriy had married a divorcee 
2,500 years According to the 
court, no member of the Hadad 
dan can ever marry a cohen. 

Hofonan said that tbe existence 
of tbe list contravened the Basic 
Law: Human Dignity and Free¬ 
dom. and that not only is tbe list 
illeg^, but also tbe feet that those 
included are not informed of this.

At least 4 killed 
by blast in heart 
of Hizbullah area

HIZBULLAH last night ac¬ 
cused Israel of being responsi¬ 
ble for the car bomb which 
killed at least four persons 
and wounded 16 in the heart 
of its stronghold in a southern 
Beirut suburb yesterday. 

The organization’s radio 
station issued a statement 
charging that Israel was un¬ 
able to hit its fighters in south¬ 
ern Lebanon and had 
switched to attacking dvilians 
in Beirut. 

In Jerusalem, government 
officials refused to respond to 
the accusation. 

Nevertheless. IDF and South 
Lebanese Army troops along the 
. noTtirem bolder aodLin the-secu— 
rity zone were said to have been 
put on full alert. 

The bomb and Hizbullah’s re¬ 
action raised the prospect of a 
renewal of Katypha rocket at¬ 
tacks on tbe Galilee. 

At press time, no group bad 
claimed responsibility for tbe 
attack. 

Reports from Lebanon said tbe 
blast occurred in the run-down 
Bir el-Abed district, a densely 
populated Shi'ite area controlled 
by Hizbullah. 

AccordiDg to one of tbe re¬ 
ports, a car bomb eiqdloded out¬ 
side a supermarket not far from 
the local mosque, which is be¬ 
lieved to be the bradquarters of 
HizboUab spiritua] leader Sheikh 
Mobaiumed Hussein Fadlallah. 

News agencies said another car 
bomb had been discovered in the 
area and had been dismantled by 
Lebanese Army sappers. Tbe re¬ 
ports said armed I&bullah activ¬ 
ists were patrolling the streets 
and carrying out widespread 
searches. 

Among the dead was Fuad 
Mugbniyeh. owner of the mar¬ 
ket. The Christian-run Lebanese 
Broadcasting Corp. said Mugh- 
niyeb, 20, was a brother of Imad 
Mughniyeh, Hizbullah security 
chief and reputed masteimind of 
the kidnapping of Western hos¬ 
tages tbnraghout the 1980s. 

MeanwhOe, Hizbullah denied 
that its leader. Sheikh Hassan 
NasraLlab. had said the organiza¬ 
tion would stop fighting Israel 
once it a^d a peace treaty with 
Syria. 

A statement said that a news 
agency report of Nasrallah's com¬ 
ments in the German weekly Die 
Zeit was incorrect and had been 
taken out of context. 


The statement, quoting a se¬ 
nior Hizbullah source, said Nas- 
rallah had been asked same 
question on several other occa- 
aons and had always given tbe 
same answer - that it was too 
early to say what form the “reris- 
tance" would take in the event of 
a peace treaty between Israel and 
S}ria. 

MeanMiile, fitting in southern 
Lebanon resum^ yerterday, after 
a temporary lull following sqrarate 
attacks on Monday in which two 
IDF soldiers were killed. 

Reports from Lebanon said 
gunmen blasted South Lebanese 
Army positions in the Alraane 
and Shomiiya areas, in the secu¬ 
rity zone’s central sector, with 
mortar, machine-gun, and light 
-weapons fire. 

There were no reports of casu¬ 
alties, and IDF and SLA gunners 
retuiued fire. The Amai Shi’ite 
movement later claimed respon- 
silriJity for tbe attack. 

Lt. Col. “A”, a battalion com¬ 
mander in tbe Golani Brigade, 
told reporters yesterday that al- 
thou^ there bad been an escala¬ 
tion in tbe fighting recently, tbe 
IDF has not lost its deterrent 
capability. 

He stressed that tbe troops are 
as detennined as ever to carry out 
tbeir missions and that they have 
all tbe necessary means to do so 
and to thwart attacks. 

“Our confrontation with Hiz¬ 
bullah inside tbeir villages is very 
difficult, because of our desire 
not to bit dvnians," he said. “But 
if this continues, I suppose we 
will act against them inside tbe 
Ullages and inside the homes.” 

He stressed that despite some 
of the constraints, the troops are 
carrying out numerous missions 
inadL the zone. 

One of the hardest tasks, how¬ 
ever, is to try and comfort be¬ 
reaved parents. ‘T don’t think 
there is any explanation one can 
give to parents who have lost 
tbeir son. You can explain tbe 
contribution he made to enable 
people to enjoy peace and qui¬ 
et.” he said 

“My own feeling after I left tbe 
family of Sgt. Hadar Kehati 
[killed earlier this week] was that, 
despite the grief, they under- 
stoM the mission he fulfilled. I 
had the feeling when 1 returned 
here that they are behind me in 
continuing the tasks that we have 
to ftiifiU."

absorption Committee 
cbairmao Emaouel Zissman 
joined the opposition yesterday 
in passing a law increasing the 
absorption basket paid to new 
inixnigrants during their first sue 
mfinfhs here, over the objections 
of Finance Minister Avrabam 
SbohaL 

Tbe law was passed 30-0, with 
two abstentions. Zissman was tbe 
only member of tbe coalition to 
vote for the bOL 

Zissman’s decision to put the 
bill to a vote was the iiisi revolt 
by a coalition member against 
party discipline regarding the 
1995 budget, which is to be pre¬ 
sented for final reading next 
week. Tbe bill will cost the Trea- 
sniy an estimated NIS 117 mil¬ 
lion. 

The brief plenum debate 
ciqjped a day of feverish nego^- 
tions during which Shohat tried 
to persuade Zissman to shelve 
the bill. Zissman rejected Sho- 
hat*s offer to add NIS 70m. to the 
Absorption Ministry budget in 
1995 and an additional NIS 25m. 
in 1996.

According to MK Benny Tem- 
kin (Meretz), Sbohat’s offer in¬ 
cluded NIS 25m. for the absorp 
tion basket (a 5% increase) this 
year, with the other NIS 45m. go¬ 
ing for other absorption projects. 
The basket would have been in¬ 
creased by another 5% in 1996. 

Id 1989, when the absorption 
basket was first introduced, it 
stood at NIS 21,000. It was later 
cut by 25% and currently stands 
at NIS 17,000. Tbe money is giv¬ 
en to new immigra nts to cover 
their financial ne^ for the first 
six months. 

Zissman said his committee 
had sought an improvement of 
the basket for tbe past two year^ 
but Shohat had not kept his 
promises. “For two years, we 
waited patiently,’’ he said. 

Zissman also accused Shohat 
of only being prepared to consid¬ 
er increasing the absorption bud¬ 
get at the last minute, and only 
because his bill was ^ut to be 


passed into law. 

Shobat warned that he would 
finance the bill from the 1995 Ab¬ 
sorption Ministry budget reserve, 
so that in effect tbe ministry 
would not receive an agora more 
than has already been allocated 
to it. He also reminded the Ukud 
and NRP MKs that it was their 
government which had cut the 
original basket by 25% and 
caused a further 7% loss by link¬ 
ing the basket to the cost-of-liv¬ 
ing index instead of tbe inflation 
rate. 

“We were the ones who in¬ 
creased tbe basket by 5% and put 
the link^e on a proper footing," 
he said. 

Temkin accused Zissman and 
the opposition of “robbing the 
immigrants of NIS9STn.” He said 
the government offer of 
NIS 95m. was over and above the 
current budget and would have 
provided extra money for immi¬ 
grants already here for a host of 
different projects, instead going 
solely to the absorption basket of 
those who arrive after January 1.

RECOGNIZING that the state 
honsing assistance low-income 
gionps receive should not subsi¬ 
dize the tax collector. Finance 
Minister Avrabam Shohat yester¬ 
day proposed to reduce purchase 
tax fat such people by MS 3,(XX) 
for a MS 300,000 apartmenL 

The reform will affea about 
30,000 frunillcs a year, inninrirng 
17,000-18,000 young couples, 
Deputy Income Tax Commis¬ 
sioner Dov Sbtaub said. Tbe tax 
reduction will afiect all of those 
that are entitled to Housing Min¬ 
istry assistance. 

Oirrentiy, tbe purchase tax on 
honsing for an apartment is 0.5 
percent up to MS 182,000, 3J% 
up to MS 452,000, and 4,5% for 
housing that costs more than 
that. 

Under the reform, assistance 
recipients, who are entitled to 
NIS 100,0(j0 in grants or sutei- 
dized loans, will pay 0,5% up to a 
ceiling of NIS 282,000. Even if 


they do not use all of their entitle¬ 
ment, foe recipients will benefit 
from foe higher cefling. 

For example, if someone buys 
today an apartment for 
MS3(X),000, he will pay a pur¬ 
chase tax of MS 5,018; under tbe 
reform, he will only pay 
MS 2.018. 

This new tax cut comes on top 
of existing benefits provided to 
new immigrants, (he haodi- 
cai^d, parents and children of 
war victims, persecution victims, 
and people living in development 
areas. These groups qualify for a 
0,5% tax with no ceiling on tbe 
purchase price of housing. 

Asked for tbe rationale for foe 
change, Sbtaub replied, “we tried 
to respond to complaints that the 
Treasury always takes back foe 
assistance which the Housing 
Ministry provides.” 

Shobat's proposal whidi must 
be approved by the Knesset Fi¬ 
nance Committee, is expected (o 
be implemented on January 1.

Haifa firms charged 
with polluting Kishon 


Overheating said to be factor in sudden crib deaths

THE ISRAEL Union for Envi- 
xoumeulal Defense and several 
fishing companies yesterday filed 
a criminal complaint in Haifa 
t^gistiates Court against pollut¬ 
ers of tiie Kishou River. 

The complaint says Haifa 
Chemicals Ltd. and Deshenim, 
Fertilizers and Chemical Materi¬ 
als Ud. have been dumping solid 
waste and waste water into the 
river in violation of the Pollution 
Prevention and Water laws. 

The Kishon, the third largest 
river in the country, passes the 
Haifa industrial area, where sev¬ 
eral companies pour their vraste 
water, including hazardous and 
poisonous materials, into it. 
Greenpeace last month declared 
it one of the most poJhiled rivers 
in the western world 


Tbe companies have yet to file 
their re^ionsea, but Hada Chem¬ 
ical officials did not deny that its 
waste water flows into tbe Ki- 
sbon, though they said they are 
working with the Environment 
Ministry and authorities to buDd 
a pipeUne which would transport 
the waste to tbe sea. 

Tbe steering committee estab¬ 
lished to supervise tbe project said 
it had recommeoded the pipeline 
be coostructed on condition that 
pollutiou from it did not spre a d 
beyemd a 200-rneter radius and 
that the company prepare an envi¬ 
ronmental irnpact study by April 
1994. Tbe study was never done.

Chechens running out of ammunition 



GROZNY (AP) - Chechen 
anti-aircraft guns fell silent yes¬ 
terday after ammunitioa ran 
low, allowing Russian jets to 
bomb the capital of the break¬ 
away southern republic in early 
morning raids,. 

Russian Foreign Minister An¬ 
drei Kozyrev acknowledged that 
the Kremlin’s offensive in 
Chechnya was going “more 
slowly than we would like,” at¬ 
tributing it to the need to mini¬ 
mize civilian casualties. 

On the 11th day of the offen¬ 
sive, Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin appealed to the Chechen 
people to lay down their arms 
and assured them that they wm 
never again be deported, dis¬ 
missing such talk as “malicious 

rumors.” 

In Grozny, volunteers stacked 
sandbags in the ground-floor 

windows of the presidential 
building, where the Chechen 
military command is located. 
Russian artillery boomed in the 
distance from the outskirts of 
• the capital. Grozny. 

Despite shortages and freez¬ 
ing temperatures, morale 
strong among the poorly 
equipped fighters loyal to Che¬ 
chen President Dzhokhar 
Dudayev. 

“We're going to fight until a 
green fChechen) flag flies over 
Moscow,” said 33-year-old Ra¬ 
shid Baziev, climbing down 
from the back of a truck with 
about 20 other fighters on the 
icy road between Grozny and 
the town of Argun. 

The fighters, shouldering as¬ 
sault rifles, light anti-tank weap¬ 
ons and grenade launchers, had 
been told to dismount from the 
truck because of periodic air at¬ 
tacks. A Russian jet could be 
beard somewhere above the low 
clouds and falling snow. 

“I have Just one grenade, 
which I’m saving for the Russian 
spetsnaz (special forces),” Ba¬ 
ziev said.

There was no sign of Russian 
troops south of Groiny yester¬ 
day.

A pro-Dudayev check¬ 
point was still waving down cars 
with flashlights about km east 
of Grozny, although most bk^ck- 
ades along the road were 
unmanned.

Carter announces Bosnia cease-fire 



SARAJEVO (AP) Ignoring a 
tentative agreement for a holi¬ 
day cease-fire, Bosnian Serbs 
and their allies attacked a gov¬ 
ernment-held enclave in north¬ 
western Bosnia, UN officials 
said yesterday. 

After two days of diplomacy, 
former US President Jimmy 
Carter said the warring sides 
supported a temporary truce, 
starting today. 

"My hope is that we can soon 
have a cease-fire, the total dis¬ 
engagement of military* forces 
... all these things have been 
promised by both sides,” he told 


repofiers in Belgrade, the Serbi¬ 
an capital. 

Senior UN officials were 
meeting in Zagreb. Croatia on 
Carter's accomplishments. And 
in Sarajevo, UN spokesman Al¬ 
exander Ivanko said his visit re¬ 
sulted in a “certain momentum 
for peace.” 

But fighting continued even 
as Carter left on his way home. 

UN officials in Sarajevo said 
hard-pressed government' 
troops and mostly Moslem civil¬ 
ians in the northwesiem Bihac 
pocket remained under attack 
late Tuesday, in the continua- 
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tion of a Serb offensive ihat be¬ 
gan Nov. 5. 

Fighting eased yesterday, due 
to regional snow storms, said 
Bosnian radio. But Lt. Col. 
Gary Coward, a UN spokesman 
called Tuesday ' prohably the 
worst day in Bihac thus far, at 
least in the recent past.” 

He said two or three make¬ 
shift missilo. packing kg 
bombs as war heads, hit Bihac. 
Those, mortar and artillery 
rounds resulted in at least 13 
wounded, he told reporters. 
Bosnian radio said five people 
died and 47 were wounded. 

Serb snipers killed an Sl-year- 
old man in Sarajevo Tuesday. 
But world attention remaind on 
the fight for Bihac, where out¬ 
gunned govemmeot troops are 
defending 70.000 people 
trapped in the city and its envi¬ 
rons. Fighting in the area inten- 
sifived on Monday after a week¬ 
end lull. 

Carter announced the 
planned cease-fire Tuesday af¬ 
ter a second day of talks in Pale 
with the Bosnian Serbs, and in 
Sarajevo with the govemnient. 


New York black veterans 

gesture to Salute to Israel parade 


AN African-American veterans 
group, delighted with the 
chance to show* conviviality in 
black-Jewish relations, has 
yielded Its place on Fifth Ave¬ 
nue to the Jews for the annual 
Salute to Israel parade. 

A dozen members of the 
.3b9th Veterans Association, led 
by N\* Democratic Congress¬ 
man diaries Rangel, said yes¬ 
terday the group will change the 
date of its annual parade to ac¬ 
commodate the Israel parade. 

That gesture resolves a sched¬ 
uling dilemma that bad pitted 
the parade against New 'York's 
annual Holocaust 

commemoration. 

The parade, a project of the 
American Zionist Youth Foun¬ 
dation (AZYF) that draws thou¬ 
sands of participants from syna¬ 
gogues. youth organizations and 
Jewish schools, parade will take 
place next May 21. It was origi¬ 
nally scheduled for April 30. 

That date was bound to the 
anniversary of Israel’s indepen-

dence and the American aca¬ 
demic calendar as well as to foe 
halachic limits on celebrations 
during foe period between Pass- 
over and Shavuot. April 30 was 
chosen because it is rosh bo* 
desh. which would allow Ortho¬ 
dox groups to participate. 

The New York Holocaust 
commemoration w'as also sched¬ 
uled for April 30. The American 
Gathering^ederadon of Holo¬ 
caust Survivors would not 
change the date of its event, 
which for some three decades 
has been held on the Sunday 
closest to Yom Hasboab. which 
falls on April 27 this year. 

Julius Berman, chairman of 
AZYF. then suggested a com¬ 
promise that called for both 
events to be held on the same 
day. In a letter. Berman pro- 
pc^d that the American Gath¬ 
ering could lead the parade, and 


“thereby thematicaiiy focus 
upon the transitioil from foe 
Shoah to the Gvurah of the es¬ 
tablishment of the State of 
Israel." 

However, the survivors’ 
group gejected the offer. “It 
would be a sbande. and show 
disrespect for our kedosbim if, 
on the day of pur aunuai. collec¬ 
tive Yizkor, the dancing and 
music of a festive parade filled 
the air,” Benjamin Meed, pru¬ 
dent of the American Cath^- 
ing, wrote to Berman. There 
were also uot-so-subtle hints 
that survivors might try to physi¬ 
cally block the pvade marcbets.. 

Against that backdrop, the 
AZYF decided to change the 
date, saying it wanted “to avoid 
an unseemly and unfortunate 
rift" in the Jewish community.

ATHENS, Ga. (AP) - Former 
US Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, who went “eyeball to eye¬ 
ball" with Moscow during the 
Cuban missile crisis and helped 
oversee America’s ill-fated build¬ 
up in Viemam, has died. He was 
85. 

Rusk, the sod of a poor Geor¬ 
gia fanner who became the na¬ 
tion’s highest Cabinet officer in 
the Kennedy and Johnson admin¬ 
istrations in the 19605, died Tues¬ 
day night at his home in Athens, 
the University of Georgia said 
yesterday. 

He taught at the university’s 
law school after leaving Washing¬ 


ton in 1969 and had been in de¬ 
clining health for several years. 

Ru^ was appointed secretary 
of state by P^dent John F. 
Kennedy in 1961, earring the 
young president’s Cold War poli¬ 
cy of containing communism. Af¬ 
ter Kennedy was assassinated in 
1963, President Lyndon Johnson 
insisted Rusk stay on, and Rusk 
remained secretary until the end 
of Johnson's term in 1969, de¬ 
spite criticism for Vietnam. 

He was in office during the 
1967 Six Day War and made seri¬ 
ous but unsuccessful efforts to 
stop UN Secretary General U 
Thant from withdrawing UN 


forces in Sinai as demanded by 
Egypt's Game] Abdel Nasser, a 
key trigger of the war. 

Former US Defense Secretary 
Robert McNamara, who served 
with Rusk and was also %ilifled 
over Vietaam, praised him as 
“the most selfless, devoted ser¬ 
vant of our nation that Fve ever 
known." 

In his ei^t years as secretary. 
Rusk presided over four major 
global events: the Bay of Pis 
the Cuban missile crisis, the sign¬ 
ing of a nuclear non-prolifcratfon 
treaty with the Soviet Union and 
the Vietnam War.

Some like it hot - or sweet

H OW many angels can 
dance on the h^d of a 
pin, and how many 
brands of mustard can the local 
marketplace absorb? The latest 
arrival is familiar to many Ameri¬ 
cans. especially New Yorkers. 
It's Gultten's ^cy Brown Mus¬ 
tard, made by American Hone 
Foods, a New York-based 
company. 

It is made entiiely from natural 
ingredients - mustard seed, vine¬ 
gar. salt, and spices, including 
turmeric (kurkum in Hebrew), 
which helps gjve it the brownish 
yellow color. Unlike some 
brands. Gulden's con tain s no 
food colorings or sugar. 

The jar looks like glass, but is 
actually plastic, making it lifter 
and s^er to take in a picnic 
hamper. 

The kashrut symbol is-a simple 
"K," but the label states that the 
^pervision u given by Rabbi 
Benjamin Weinbach and Rabbi 
Jacob Cohen, both of Oueens, 
who are well-known Orthodox 
rabbis in kashrut superviaon. 

The importers are Bnei Brak's 
Wolf Brothers, best known as the 
manufocturers of Maizot Aviv. 
Gulden's Spicy Brown Mustard 
can be found at most supermar¬ 
ket chains and in private shops. 
The imee is NIS 5-80 for 226 
g^ams (8 oz.). 

In Hebrew, however, the label 
. says “200 grams,” to suit local 
food labeling law, which requires 
standardized sizing in round 
numbers (1^, 200. 250 grams, 
and so on). The law purportedly 
makes it easier for consumers to 
ctxnpare like quantities. In prac¬ 
tice, it's harder because the He- 
braw label on imports generally 
shows less than the actual weight. 

HEINZ MUSTARD - albeit lesS 
famous than Heinz Ketchup - 
Imrdly needs an introduction to 
anyone from the English-speak¬ 
ing world. 

Its two varieties - Mild Yellow 
and Spicy Brown - have recently 
become available in local stores. 
The importer is Foodline of Ri- 
shon Lezion. and the price is 
NIS 5.75 for the mild, NIS 6.90 
for the spicy. Both weigh 255 
grams |9 oz.l. or 250 if you read 
the Hrfwew label. These Ameri¬ 
can mustards have the same all- 
natural ingredients as tbe above 
brand, and are also without col¬ 
oring or sugar. 

The Heinz products carry tbe 
0-U hech-sher. with the addition¬ 
al eodoisement of tbe Israeli 
Chief Rabbinate. 

AT THE Israfood fair last week, 

I encountered a mustard with a 
difference - Billybee Honey 
Mustard, both regular and hot. It 
comes from a major honey prod¬ 
ucts (xunpany in Canada. 

Honey mustard will appeal to 
anyone who likes the combina¬ 
tion of sweet with salty. The 
mild, regular version of Billybee 
mustard tastes decidedly sweet, 
e\’en in a salami sandwich. It is 
sweeter than mayonnaise, for ex¬ 
ample. TTie “lioi" version is 
sweet too, but with a real kick to 
it. I enjoyed both. 

Tbe ingredients include honey, 
dextrose and food coloring. The 
O-U hechdter is endorsed by the 
Israeli Chief Rabbinate. Billybee 
honey mustanJ> are sold at Su- 
per-^l/Hypercol, Shekem and 
Co-q7Tzafon On tbe North), and 
some private delicatessens. 

Super-Sol's price is NTS 6.80 
for die octagonal glass jar of ei- 


car's weight to quite a heavy

However, the engine received 
a boost to allow it to carry the 
extra kilograms with ease.

ther strength. The original En¬ 
glish-language label says ^ gr. 
(10 oz.), which tbe local Hebrew 
sticker rounds off .to 250 ml. 

There is also a Billybee Honey 
Barbecue Sauce. The importer is 
Zur Agencies of Bnei Brak (03- 
618-3937). 

YOU CAN try tbe mustard of 
your choice on a new brand of 
hot dogs and cold cuts called Sa- 
bra's Salami. It is a sideline of the 
well-known Sabra Salads 
Tzabar in Hebrew). The line in¬ 
cludes smoked turkey and beef, 
and various salamis, sold both by 
weight at delicatessen counters 
and in vacuum packs. 

For its entiy into the meat 
field, Sabra rented a production 
line at one of Shekem's plants. 
The products carry the l^hrut 
certification of RabM Yosef Levy 
of Kiryat Ye'arim. 

The packages have bright red, 
green and yellow labels, and the 
words “Sabra's Salami" appear 
in English. Our household tasted 
two types and found them per¬ 
fectly acceptable, if nothing 
special. 

For the time being, tbe new 
line can be found only at tbe She¬ 
kem chain and at private delica¬ 
tessens. Sample prices: 400 grams 
of hot dogs, about NIS 7; Erancb- 
style pastrami (smoked turkey 
breast), 350 grams for NIS 8.80; 
salami, 200 grams for NTS 8.40. 

IN THE never-ending stream of 
schnitzel-style ffozen meats, an 
occasional newcomer makes an 
impression. 

One such product is Cbong- 
Go. described as Chinese-style 
strips of turkey breast, manufac¬ 
ture by Ofkal of Kiryat Shmooa 
and marketed by Food Club. Tbe 
strips are breaded in flour and 
sesame seeds, and fried in vegeta¬ 
ble oil. They can be deep-fried or 
oven-wanned at home. 

A 400-gram package sells for 
NTS 14.95. One might question 
the Chinese authenticity of 
Chong-Co, but my fomily was 
virtually united in liking it. It 
goes well mtb mustard hooey or 
sweet-and-sour sauce. Except for 
tbe words “Food Club" and 
“Choug-Go,” tbe bright red label 



is entirely in Hebrew, plus some 
decorative lettering which ap¬ 
pears to be Chinese. 

BETWEEN Osem and Elite, 
there is a kind of "anything you 
can do. I can do better" rivalry. 

Elite makes parve packaged 
cakes, so Osem has just come out 
with a line of cakes which are 
slightly bigger, without being 
more expentive. Called Habayit 
(home-style), tbe 4S0-gram 
Osem parve cakes come in a 
dioice of chocolate, honey, En¬ 
glish cake, lemon, orange, mar¬ 
ble. and chocolate chip. I've tried 
tbe chocolate and chocolate chip, 
and find both of them good, 
though not necessarily superior 
to Elite’s cakes. 

The Osem cakes range 
NIS 7.90 to NIS 8.50, depending' 
on tbe ingredients. Tbe back of 
tbe package has English labeling, 
as well as Hebrew. 

TARA Daip^'s new Tzutzikim 
product for little children is a ver¬ 
itable copy of Strauss's successful 
Camadim - four tiny plastic cups 
with white cheese flavored with 
real fruit. 

Tara's come in strawberry, ba¬ 
nana or peach, rather than 
Strauss's strawberry, banana or 
apricot, but otherwise they are 


almost indistinguishable in ap¬ 
pearance and taste. 

Byen the list price is ideatical - 
NtS 3.13 for four joined cups of 
SOgriams each. Tara's is selling at 
an introductory price of NIS 2.82 
till the end of this month. 

The one significant difference 
to baredi consumers may be the 
fact that tbe Tara product carries 
tbe Agudat Yisrael's badaiz 
beebsher. as weU as local rabbin¬ 
ate certrfication. 

Strauss's general manager Mi¬ 
chael Strauss seems unperturbed 
by tbe copycat product. “We're 
used to being imitated,'’ he told 
me. 

Strauss's Camadim (“dwarfs") 
has just begun a prize campaign 
in conjunction with the Satvuday 
morning children's 'TV show, 
"Boker Shel K^," on the Second 
Channel, which may explain a 
sudden demand from children for 
the product. 

Qiildren are ask^ to bufld 
bouses and palaces fix>m empty 
Gamadim cups, and one winner 
each week will get a 14-iDdi color 
television set. 

At the end of the month-long 
campaign one child and a parent 
will receive a free trip to Eunxfis- 
oey. It is unlikely that Strauss’s 
observant customers will be 
paitidpating.

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Slap in the face in Egypt 


I F President Ezer Weizraan had to describe 
his trip to Egypt this week in his owm 
refreshingly undiplomatic language, he 
would have probably said, “I was shaft^ 
Weizman made the visit reluctantly. When 
the invitation was first extended he responded 
with a flat no, dictated by healthy patriotic 
ing fincte. He insisted he would go to Cairo only 
if Egypt’s I^ident Hosni Mubarak - who has 
never set foot on Israeli soil since he became 
president—visited Israel first. This was not just 
a petulant demand for diplomatic balanc^ but 
an expression of connm for Israel s dignity 
shared by a vast majority of Israelis. Weizman 
was finally persuaded to chan^ his mind only 
after he was promised a reciprocal visit by 
Mubarak. During his visit, which ended yester¬ 
day, he discovered that Mubarak had no inten¬ 
tion of setting a date. 

When the Likud and the national unity gov¬ 
ernments were in power, Mubarak’s excuse for 
not meerin g with Israeli leadeis was “there 
nothing to talk about” — another way of saying 
that Israel had to recognize the PLO and agree 
to withdrawal from **the territories” before 
Mubarak would deign h) meet with an Israeli 
premier. The ascent of the Labor government 
eliminatfiri this excuse. Not Only did the govern¬ 
ment adopt the *Tand for peace” fommla and 
recognized die PLO, it gave Egypt credit - 
mo^y undeserved - for ^vandng the "^peace 
process.”. As a result, Mubarak allowed Israeli 
officials — from the prime minis ter down — to 
make pilgrimages to Cairo and pay him hom¬ 
age. Yet despite vague promises to visit Israel, 
he has always found reasons not to do so. 

Unfortunately, Weizman - who prides him¬ 
self on being straightforward and blunt - yester¬ 
day found it necessary to repeat the intelli¬ 
gence-insulting Egyptian excuses for 
Mubarak’s snub. As the first Arab country to 
make peace with Israel, he said on arriving back 
home, Egypt has suffer^ boycott and ostracism 
by other Arab states. Even now, he added, the 
Egyptians have to be concerned about the im¬ 
pact in the Arab world of a presidential visit to 
Israel. 

Such rationalizations are ludicrous not only 
because there is no more official Arab criticism 
- let alone censure - of Egypt’s relations with 
Israel, but because it fails to state the obvious: 
Egypt made peace with Israel not as an act of 
charity but because it was in its national inter¬ 
est Its net gain from the Camp David accords 
far outwei^ its temporary and relatively insig- 
nfficant losses. Egypt not only achieved the 
rqjossession of Sinai with all its extraordinary 
resources — including very substantial oQ wells 
developed by Israel - but steady American aid 
to the tune of almost S3 billion a year. More¬ 
over, it is only because peace with Israel has 
made Egypt popular in Confess that the US 
forgave an $8 billion Egyptian debt after the 
Gu& War, to which Egypt contributed virtually 
nothing. (Typically, Israel’s casualties and 


damages in that war elicited nothing but deri¬ 
sion from Egypt at the time.) ^ 

To reporters, Mubarak explamed his refusal 
to visit Israel by claiming that it would ham the 
negotiations with Syria. Obviously, the E^P" 
tiflfi leader has infinite faith in Israeli credulity. 
According to Mubarak, Syria feels him because 
Israel made peace with Jordan. A visit to -lerusa- 
lem by Mubarak would make Hafez Assad feel 
even more isolated. One can only wonder what 
land of peace Mubarak and ^ad have in rmnd 
if a visit by an Egyptian president 15 years after 
Camp David can endanger it. 

But the allusion to Syria is not completely 
inelevanL What Mubarak means is that Israel 
can only expect his visit when it makes peace 
with Syria which - as be made clear to 77 jc 
Jerusalem Post - can only be achieved on 
Syrian terms. The implication is clear enough: 
the great Egyptian gesture will come only when 
Israel earns iL Israelis, who remember that the 
same gesture was promised after the Taba issue 
would be settled, after peace talks would be^, 
after Israel would recognize the PLO and after 
several other such “landmarks,” can hardly be 
blamed for not holding their breath. 

It can, of course, be argued that a visit is more 
a gesture than policy, and that the important 
thing is that — as Mubarak put It on Tuesday - 
the Israel-Egypt peace “is getting warmer every 
year.” But facts point in the opposite direction. 
TTie main emphasis the government-directed 
Egyptian press pul on the Weizman visit was 
that it afforded Mubarak an opportunity to raise 
the nuclear issue. Leaving aside the impropriety 
of discussing such issues with a ceremonial 
president (Weizman denied it was actually 
raised) the Egyptian preoccupation with Israel's 
reported nuclear capability gives credence to 
the gravest Israeli suspicions about Egypt's 
ultimate intentions. To demand that Israel agree 
to be a non-nuclear power while Egypt itself 
refuses to renounce chemical weapons (which it 
used in the 1966 war against Yemen) and while 
all of Israel’s sworn enemies have huge arsenals 
of non-conventional weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion is, at best, to show.mdifference to Israel’s 
securi^ concerns... 

Such indifference can only mean that Egypt 
wants Israel not only to renun to its ^natturn 
size,” within the 1949 armistice lines, but to be 
at the mercy of regional dictatorships already 
armed with biological and chemical weapons 
and striving to achieve nuclear caps^Uity. Par¬ 
ticularly distuibjng is that Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Amr Moussa, in a UN speech, linked 
normalization of Arab relations with Israel to 
Israeli acquiescence to denuclearization. 

At the Casablanca conference, Egypt present¬ 
ed several masterplans for regional projects, 
accompanied with maps. None of the plans, nor 
maps, mentioned Israel. One can only wonder if 
this, too, is a reflection of Mubarak’s wish not 
to make the Syrians feel isolated. After all, 
Syrian maps, too, make no mention of Israel.

A brush-off in Cairo 


P RESIDENT Weizman was 
doing hU utmost this week 
in C^tro tt) stem the deteri¬ 
oration to relations between 
Egypt and Israel. It is a Hercule¬ 
an task, especially in light of 
Shalhevet Frekr's reports on the 
true intentions of the Sadat-Mu- 
barak regimes concerning Israel. 

Shalhevet who? When Shalhe¬ 
vet Freier died a month ag o, be 
would have been proud to resize 
that his name was virtually un¬ 
known to the Israeli public. Yet 
he was a brilliant nuclear scientist 
and master secret-service officer 
who had served his country for 
half a century. 

He helped organize the illegal 
immi^tion of Holocaust victims 
to Israel, and was the firm intelli¬ 
gence officer in the Mossad. For- 
^ years ago, he was the man 
whom Shimon Peres sent to Paris 
to make a deal with the French to 
build a nuclear reactor in 
Difflona. 

The negotiations were tortu¬ 
ous. One of the French scientists, 
a Professor Goidsmitt, was ini¬ 
tially hostile to helping Israel. 
Goidsmitt had participated in the 
Manhattan project in New York, 
creating the first atomic bomb 
during the Second World War, 
and his opinions weighed heavily 
with the French. 

As Freier once told us: ”It was 
while having lunch with the top 
brass at the CriiJoo Hotel that 1 
fell Goldsmitt’s antagonism. I ap¬ 
pealed lo him privately, as Jew to 
Jew, to help us. He replied: T'm 
French before I am a Jew.' ” 

The softly spoken Freier, never 
known to lose his cool or his 
nerve, was deiermtoed to ensure 
that Israel had a nuclear option. 

It took him two years to 
achieve “a land of friendship” 
vrith the French scientist. Gold- 
sntitt finally agreed to assist Isra¬ 
el. 

Freier knew that a nuclear re¬ 
search fKility was vital. This bad 
become clear to him after track¬ 
ing down Nazi SS officer Waiter 
Rauff in Italy. 

Responsible for the dealb of 
90,000 Jews. Rauff, an expert in 
biologicat and chemical warfare, 
had initiaily sought asylum in 
South America. After World 
War n, Syria hired the Nazi lo 
build unconventional warfare fac¬ 
tories. RauiT discovered that the 
Mossad was on hU track and fled 
to a "secure rtest” in Europe. 

Freier walked into Rauff’s 
hideout and came straight to the 
poinu "Eitb« you sign your own

“Cninton knows that if Israel 
withdraws from the Golan and 
other areas like Judea and Sa¬ 
maria, he cannot ask Jerusalem 
also to surrender its one remain¬ 
ing deterrent: its nuclear 
capadty.” 

THE EGYPTIAN effort is part 
of a long-term program, initiated 
by Anwar Sada^ to “miniaturize 
Israel,” prior to dismantling it 

The mastennind behind Sadat, 
and DOW Mubarak, is Osama El- 
Baz. Intelligence agents who fo¬ 
cus on Egypt have described him 
as a man wbo hides his hatred for 
Jews behind a poker player's 
mask. He embraces American 
Jewish and Israeli leaders, dis¬ 
playing the skill of a snake 
charmer. 

As Mubarak's rigfit-baod man, 
be pursues bis traditional anii- 
Israel policy on many fronts. One 
ploy is to persuade the Ameri¬ 
cans lo reduce the number of US 
observers in the Sinai muliina- 
tional force.

It is a totaBy 
di&rent force from the poorly 
equipped Russian-trained army 
of 1967 and 1973.. 

El-Baz aigutt that the US can 
send the men freed from Sinai 
duty to the Golan Heists when 
Yitzhak Rabin surrenders this 
area. “Tliat way,” he says, “you 
won’t even have to consult 
Congress.” 

EI-Baz*s attempts to destabi¬ 
lize Israel can also be seen in the 
way Mubarak’s police turn a 
blind eye to the heavy flow of 
Egyptian and other aims, ammu¬ 
nition and eiqilosives into Gaza.

'AMES Thurber, bora 100 
years ago. was destined to be 
odd. That he was funny, too, 
was merely a bonus. 

So begins a breezy new biogra¬ 
phy of the famed writer and car¬ 
toonist, Remember Laughter, by 
Neil Grauer. TTie book arrived in 
stores just ahead of a movie 
about the famed Algonquin 
Round Table called Mn. Parker 
and the Vicious Circle. 

This represents a sudden inter¬ 
est in tbe first generation of New 
Yorker writers and wits - Thur¬ 
ber, E.B. White, Dorothy 
Parker, Robert Benchley and Al¬ 
exander Woollcott. 

"Of course. Thurber was never 
part of the Algonquin Round Ta¬ 
ble,” sa^ Grauer. “He and E.B. 
White didn't see die value of 
around, agonizing over one- 
liners. They saved it for the 
page." 

A cartoonist/writer himself. 
Grauer found a natu^ subject in 
Thurber, the Columbus. Ohio, 
native whose simple line draw¬ 
ings of stern women and befud¬ 
dled men are as familiar as his 
most fomous literary creations, 
such as "The Secret Life of Wal¬ 
ter Mitty” and "The Night tbe 
Bed Fell." 

The drawings, as Grauer re¬ 
minds readers, were not an in¬ 
stant success. New Yorker editor 
Harold Ross would not publish 
them when Thurber first joined 
his staff. In a scene described by 
an earlier biographer, Grauer re¬ 
counts: "He asked Thurber, 
‘How the hell did you get the idea 
you could draw?' " 

AFTER READING Remember 
Laughter, one is tempted to re^ 
cast the question. Where did 
Thurber, tbe son of a political 
functionary from a decidedly 
quirky family, get the idea he 
could do anything? For while 
Thurber's reminiscences empha¬ 
sized the tighter side of his life, 
there was plenty of darkness, lit¬ 
erally and figuratively. 

At age six. Thurber lost his left 
eye when Us brother William 
tried to reenact the ’Rfilliam Tell 
legend witimut an apple-. The ac- 



childhodd aceident left Thurbe^ with a view of the wortd. 


ckfent also damaged the right 
eye, so Thurber's world was al¬ 
ways a Ut frizzy. Later in life, 
de^te several opeiations, noth¬ 
ing could save him from 
blindness. 

And Thurber's first attempt at 
college was disastrous, largely 
because of Ohio State's emphaas 
on things that did not oome easfly 
to young Jamie: gym, marching 
drills and microscopes. He 
dropped out, but made a second 
p!^ at a college education in 
1915. Buoyed by professors and a 
friend who recr^pized his incipi¬ 
ent talent, Thurber began to 
come into his own. 

Excelling at literature at Ohio 
State was somewhat suspect at 
the time. Thurber's fevorite En¬ 
glish professor liked to say of the 
school's priorities: "Miliions fr>r 
manure, but not one cent for 
bteratoxe." 

The years that followed college 
included the then-necessary rites 
of passage for a young writer: 
newspaper work, Paris, a cheap 
room in Greenwich Village. ^ssA 


many, many rejection slips. 

Hb first wife, Althea, suggest¬ 
ed he q>end no more than 45 
minutes composing bis famnorous 
pieces. (This unhappy marriage 
ended in 1935; Thurber then mar¬ 
ried Helen Wismer.) The.new 
system apparently worked, as the 
New Yor^ snapped up a story 
about a man trying to set the 
world record for most revolu¬ 
tions in a revolving door. 

Thurber joined toe New York¬ 
er in 1927 as an editor, although 
he was soon "demoted" - at ^ 
request - to friU-time writer. 

Thuiber's office-mate qukkly 
became a fen and mentor, and 
when Ross turned down Thur¬ 
ber's drawings, toe friend mast¬ 
ed Thurber fllustrate a coDabora- 
tive effort called Is Sex 
Necessary? The book was a suc¬ 
cess, paving toe way for Thor- 
ber's drawings to appear in toe 
New Yorker. 

Throughout the 1920s and 
1930s, Ite produced some of his 
best work, including My and 
Hard^Rmes, The Isiat ^wer and 


his fables. In Thurber's version of 
“Little Red Riding Hood," toe 
girl produces a gun and dispatcb- 
esthe wolf with a angle shot. The 
moral: “It's not so easy to fool 
little gills nowadays as it used to 
be." 

His work in the 1940$ and '50s 
has not held up as well, but it 
continued to bring him success, 
feme and money. As Burton 
Bernstein's more exhaustive U- 
ography of Thurber made clear 
aknost 20 years ago, this is not a 
combination that brings out one's 
best. 

Essentially blind by 1947, 
Thurber bec^e an increasingly 
cantankerous man who toou^t 
be had a shot at the Nobel Pr^. 
By tbe time he died in 1961, at 
age 66, he had alieaated many. 

•Though Grauer retied heavUy 
on existing works, he also drew 
on new sources. “To be blind 
and angry and alcoholic and old is 
a combination that no one should 
go through," Roger An^U, a 
New Yo^r editor who knew 
Thovber, told Grauet. “Add 


feme to that and it's a terrible 
burden." 

Rosemaxy Thurber claims in 
toe book that her fetoer abused 
alcohol, but was not an alcoholic. 
She attributes bis prickly tem¬ 
perament to “just the way human 
beings do their stuff.” 

E.B. White bad a gentler view, 
despite a famous rift with Thur¬ 
ber over toe latter's Harold Ross 
memoir, wincJi White found in 
poor taste. 

“I was one of the lucky ones," 
White wrote in a tribute tp Thur¬ 
ber after his ^atb, toe kind of 
piece Thurber h^ written for so 
many colleagues. “I knew him 
before blindness hit him, before 
fame hit him, and I tend always 
to think of him as a young artist in 
a small office in a big dty. with all 
tbe world still ahead." 

Grauer, perhaps best known 
for bxs scoop on the antisemitism 
and racism evident in H.L. 
Mencken's diaries, also has dug 
up some new iiffoimation on 
Thurber. He located Thurber's 
FBI file, started in 1939 because 
of his public sentiments on toe 
Spanish Civil War (he opposed 
dieter Francisoo Franco). And 
an interview with OJustrator AJ 
Hirsitofeld confined what was 
believed to be an apocryphal sto¬ 
ry, about Thurber's habit of tak¬ 
ing out his glass eye at cocktail 
parties. 

But for Grauer. toe most poi¬ 
gnant personal discovery was of 
Thurber’s work as a children's 
writer. These stories, including 
"The White Deer," "Many 
Moons" and “Tbe 13 Oocks," 
share a voice distinct from the 
s^le of his adult essays and sto¬ 
ries. He loved writing these sto¬ 
ries and once described “Tbe 
White Deer" as tbe “most fun I 
ever had." 

As Thurber wrote'm toe intro¬ 
duction to “The 13 Clocks": “In 
the end [toe publishers] took it 
away from me. on toe grounds 
toat 1 was having fbn tigering 
with clocks and running up and 
down secret stairs. They bad me 
there.” 

Fitting, it was one of Thnr- 
ber's cb^dren's stories that pro¬ 
vided toe title for Graoer's Uog- 
raphy. In “The 13 Clocks,” 
Thurber had this bit of advice: 
“Remember laughter. -You'll 
need it even in toe blessed isles of 
Ever After.” 

One can only hope he remem¬ 
bered it, too.

Splat! Some hunters 3b it for ttie fun, not the kill 
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IFLE at The ready, Adrian 
Read stalked slowly 
kthrov^ the tall grass and 
thorn bushes. Suddenly be 
stopped and patted the air with 
his hand. 

Tbe signal was clear: Quiet - 
elephants ahead. 

Moving quickly torough the 
brush to stay downwind of tbe 
seven huge cows and calves, toe 
32-year-old professional hunter 
quickly raised the gun to his 
shoulder and fired. Splat! The 
shot hit the closest elephant's ear. 

Then twke more, once to the 
crunk and then a would-be kill 
shot smack on the giant gray fore¬ 
head. Splat! Splat! With that, the 
polka-dotted pachyderm turned 
and ran with the herd. 

Welcome to splatball safaris, 
the latest and strangest attempt 
to many two of humankind's 
most primal urges - to hunt large 
anim^ and to separate tourists 
from toeir wallets. 

Here in a comer of a million- 
acre tract filled with some of Af¬ 
rica's most dangerous game. 
Read plans to begin leading safa¬ 
ris this No\'ember for anyone 
willing to pay $700 a day to shoot 
bull elephants. Cape buffalo or 
other wild animab with marble- 
sized gelatin pellets filled with 
nontoric. neon-orange vegetable 
dye. 

The only trophy is a video - for 
another $150 or so. 

“We call it eco-honting," said 
Read's partner. Dave Rhodes. 

“It’s for people who want to 
hunt but don't want to kill. Some 
people say it's a contradiction in 
tenns." Aaually. some say much 
worse. Mike Kock. chief veteri¬ 
narian with the Zimbabwe de- 
pditmeot of national parks and 
wildlife management, calls the 
scheme “bizarre." 

Dick Pitman, head of toe non¬ 
profit conservationist Zambezi 
Society, is also dubious. “What 
for?" was his initial reaction. 
“How many animals are they go¬ 
ing to have to shoot [with a real 
gun] when the animal turns and 
charges?" 

“I don't think it's ethically 
right." said Jules Turnbull' 
Kemp, managing director of 
Kgama Wildlife Operations in

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South Africa, which sells saferis 
for hunters to shoot tranquilizer 
darts at rtunos before they are 
and cull excess elephants 
and other large game in national 
parks. 

“Why not just sneak up and 
shoot it with a camera?" 

Read, a tall, taciturn man who 
also runs regular bunting safaris, 
concedes toat not every elephant 
will be so cooperative as to sim¬ 
ply niD away, as tbe three he 
splatted for demonstratioD pur¬ 
pose did on a recent sunny 
a^ruoon. 

He said he'll charge full saferi 
prices to cover tbe government 
tr<^y fees if he has to kill an 
angry tusker with toe .458 Win- 
cl^ter elephant gun that an aide 
carries close by. "And eventually 
we'U have to," he said. 

But that is one of the selling 
poin&, said Rhodes. “Tbe thing 
about tlus is it's even more dan¬ 
gerous than normal bunting. Be¬ 
cause once tool, the animal's not 
dead. He can still come at you." 

Both men insist the elephants 
are nc4 harmed by toe pellet, and 


tiiai toe dye fades quickly. To 
demonstrate, Read toot his part¬ 
ner in toe badL from about three 
meters. It left a nasty purple 
bruise on his back, and a large 
orange ^lotcb on his sUrt toat 
didn’t fede after four hours. 

AT NEARBY Victoria Falls, 
thrill-seekers line up to pay $90 to 
bungee jump off a brid^ that 
spans toe stunning 110-meter- 
deep Zambezi River gorge. Ifs 
advertised as toe highest com¬ 
mercial bungee jump in tbe 
world, as well as “the most awe¬ 
some and terrifying experience of 
your life." 

Otoers fly sputtering light air¬ 
craft over toe toundeiing fells, or 
are flung from rafts as they white- 
water down tbe raging Zambezi. 
Those unwilling to risk their lives 
in such adventure sports need 
only visit toe paiic toat flanks the 
femous fells. 

Id a part of the planet that 
apparently never bea^ of iiabil- 
ity insurance, tourists may walk 
up to toe edge of toe chasm, 
where at most a small barrier of' 


thorn bushes blocks tbe way. 
Some people wade in tbe tonent 
close Ity the sheer, beart-stoj^ring 
drop-off. 

And big-game bunting is still 
hugely popular here. l%e truly 
rito aim for tbe endangered rfai- 
ooceros in South Africa, where 
about 70 of the older animals are 
killed each year for fees ranging 
up to $50,000. 

TurobuU-Kemp says many of 
his clients take home not just the 
bead as a trophy, but toe entire 
animal. For toe record, a taxider¬ 
mist charges $25,000 to stuff and 
mount a life-size rhino. 

“We had one chap a few years 
ago who took two, one for him 
and one for his wife," he said. 
“They bad to take toe roof off 
their house to lower them in wito 
a crane." 

Still, shooting orange dye at 
two-ton pnimalie with tUsks - nOt 
to mention more aggressive Cape 
buffalo, usually considered toe 
most d^gerous animal to hunt - 
seems like a sport apart. 

Read got toe idea last year 
when he borrowed a splatgun 


from Rhodes, who had foiled in 
an attempt to run paintball war 
games for weekend warriors. 
Read wanted to nse toe Uzi-azed 
gun, which is powered by a CO 2 
cartridge, to help train aspiring 
game ran^rs. He soon began 
splatting d^bants instead. 

And elephants abound here, as 
do lions, zebra, giraffes, ba¬ 
boons, impala, and scores of oth¬ 
er species. They make their home 
amid tbe endless expanse of teak 
and bloodwood trees that dot toe 
rocky ridges and sandy soil. 

Both men say they are senritive 
to charges that splatballing is, as 
one colleague recently com- 
plmned to toem, "degratong for 
toe elephant." 

“1 said it was for more degrad¬ 
ing to get a .458 bullet through 
toe brain than a splat on toe fore¬ 
head,” Rhodes said.

DESPITE all the talk by the Bank of Israel that 
no devaluation is in sight, the shekel has lost 
significant ground against the dollar and the cur¬ 
rency basket in the past two days. 

The shekel fell 0.72 percent against the dollar 
yesterday to NIS 3.058, foUoi^g a 0J39 p drop 
on Tbe^y. Similarly, the shekel lost 0.74% 
against the currency basket to NIS 3.3934, after 
failing 0J8% on Tuesday, bringing the exchange 
rate to less than i% below the “crawling peg's” 
fflidpoinL 

Bank Leumi chief corrency trader Yisrael Sa- 
pir said that afrer an extended period of dollar 
selling in the foreign currency market, the dollar 


rate was pushed so low for so long that businesses 
concluded it could go no lower before hitting the 
bottom of the exchange rate band. 

On Tuesday, businesses began buying dollars 
to capitalize on existing attractive rates, spurred 
on by reports that the government’s package deal 
may include a devaluation of the shekel. 

“The exchange rate began rising, and the buy¬ 
ing raUy began snowballing until the Bank of 
Israel intervened at the end of the day to moder¬ 
ate tile rate increases,” said Sapir.

New look in 
the works for 
Yankee Stadium 

NEW YORK (AP) - Architects 
unveiled a new design for Yankee 
Stadium, complete with 70 new 
luxury boxes, thousands of new 
parking spaces and development 
for the surrounding 
neighborh(X)d. 

The plan comes from the archi¬ 
tecture firm of Hellmuth, Obata 
and Kassabaum, creators of the 
Camden Yards, the widely ac¬ 
claimed Baltimore Orioles’ ball¬ 
park The proposal was stirred by 
threats that Yankees owner 
George Steinbrenner might move 
the team (o New Jersey. 

The lease on Yanlm Stadium 
runs through 2002. 

A major feature of the propos¬ 
al would be a throwback to the 
stadium’s original 1923 look - a 
new facade set back 40 feet from 
the existing facade, which would 
permit more concession facilities. 

The plan includes the luxury 
boxes and new field-level “dug- 
out seats." 

There's also a pr(^)Osed addi¬ 
tion of several thousand parking 
spaces, raising the total to 10,000 
and a possible picnic area in the 
left field bleachers. 

For the Soutii Bronx, there’s a 
proposed sports entertainment 
complex; a proposed new high 
school and improvements on Riv¬ 
er Avenue, which runs alongside 
the stadium. 

A cost estimate for the renova¬ 
tions was not provided - although 
the dty paid $631,000 for the pre¬ 
liminary plan. Both Mayor Ru¬ 
dolph Giuliani and governor- 
elect George Pataki are awaiting 
briefings on the {xoposol.

Rabin expected to find jobs 
for Yi’ud MKs by Saturday night 


PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
hopes that by Saturday night he 
will be able to tell Yi'ud MKs 
Gonen Segev and Alex Goldfarb 
the positions he has for them, 
thus bringing (hem into the 
coalition. 

Rabin met with the two yester¬ 
day and told them he still has no 
portfolio for Segev or a deputy 
ministership for Goldfarb, but 
that be ho^ to find these by 
Saturday 

His one achievement was to 
convince Segev to drop his cate- 
goricai refusal to consider a new 
ministry custom-tailored for him 
- an infrastructure ministry. 

Segev initially said he had “no 
interest in a ragtag assortment of 
rejects from other ministries ard- 
Gcially stitched together.*' But af-

ter meeting Rabin, be said he 
would “consider an infrastructure 
portfolio only if it proves (o haw 
real substance, one which would 
give me real executive tasks and 
authority, not just an empty 
title.” 

But the creation of this new 
portfolio is ninning into trouble. 
It would be based on part of En¬ 
ergy Minister Moshe Sbabal’s 
portfolio, and Shahal - who is 
also police minister - has revised 
to relinquish this portfolio, whose 
full name is the Energy and Infra- 
stru^ure Ministry. 

Rabin's advisers then came up 
with the notion of lifting the in¬ 


frastructure title and making it a 
separate portfolio. For this, Sha¬ 
hal would have to yield conhol of 
the Geological Institute, which 
be is reportedly not averse to 
doing. 

A greater problem is Segev's 
demand for other bits. This 
would necessitate the Interior 
Minist/y giving up the National 
Sewage Authority: the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry divesting itself of 
the Water Gsmmission and the 
Israel Lands Administration: and 
the Housing Ministry ceding the 
Public Works Department re¬ 
sponsibility for road 
coosmiction. 

None of the ministers involved 


has agreed to make any sacrifices 
for Segev. and Rabin reportedly 
intends u> apply pressure with the 
argument that unless they yield, 
the &ilure to expand the coalition 
woold be theirs. 

Rabin, meanwhile, canceled 
last night's Labor ministeriai cau¬ 
cus (hat was to and take up the 
proper reward the two Yi'ud 
Ml^ move into the coalition. A 
source close to Rabin said it was 
thought he would do belter in 
pressuring minist ers individually, 
rather than allow group dynamics 
to increase each holdout's 
defiance. 

Rabin must come up with a 
solution by Sunday's cabinet 
meeting, when he must brii^ the 
new minis terial appointments up 
for approval. 


Knesset panel favors opening up adoption field 

MK Livnat; Government has created ‘lawless black market’ 


THE Knesset Law Committee 
yesterday came out in favor of 
allowing noa-governmeotal agen¬ 
cies to help couples with overseas 
adc^tioos, despite the objections 
of the Labor and Social Affairs 
Ministry. 

The committee was discussing 
a series of bills dealing wdth over¬ 
seas adoptions, which are cur¬ 
rently not regulated by law. In 
practice, however, the Labor 
Ministry has a monopoly on ar¬ 
ranging such adoptions, and a 
government bill (o regulate the 
field would not change this 
situation. 

An alternative bill proposed by 
Limor Livnat (Likud), however, 
would open the adoption field to 
private non-profit organizations, 
such as Na’amat and WIZO. Liv¬ 
nat explained that the ministry

has proven unable to meet the 
needs of would-be adaptive par¬ 
ents for quick service and accu¬ 
rate infonnation, and that private 
oigaoizations might be able to do 
so better. 

The government monopoly, 
she said, has created “a com¬ 
pletely lawless black market” in 
overseas adoptions. 

Ibe ministry argued that a gov- 
ernmentai agency would have the 
child's welfare at heart, rather 
than being motivated by profit 
However, responded committee 
chairman Dedi Zucker (Meretz), 
Uvnat's bill would license non¬ 
profit organizations, not profit- 
making corporations. 

“The govenunem has no mo¬ 
nopoly on sensitivity to the good 


of the child,” be said. 

The Justice Ministry, unlike 
the Labor Ministry, does not ob¬ 
ject to Uvnat’s proposal. 

Two other amendments pro¬ 
posed by Lrvoat and Anat Maor 
(Meretz) would eUitunate the re¬ 
quirement that an adopted child 
be of the same religion as his 
adoptive parents. This is neces¬ 
sary, the MKs said, because the 
rabbinate has stopped converting 
children adopted into oon-obser- 
vant households. While in prac¬ 
tice, adoptions of noo-Jewish 
children by non-observant fam¬ 
ilies have continued, it would be 
better to adjust the law to the 
reality, they said. 

Livnat noted that this would 
not solve the whole problem.

However, she added, this is not 
a problem the Knesset can solve, 
beau% it has no authority on 
questions of Jewish law. 

The conversion of children 
adopted by non-observant par¬ 
ents is a paiticularly thorny prob¬ 
lem in Jewish law, because Jews 
are subject to many religious ob¬ 
ligations whkb do not apply to 
non-Jews. Thus, if someone does 
not intend to observe these rales, 
Jewish law considers it better for 
him or her to remain a non-Jew, 
and therefore not be obligated to 
do so.

mndi the family must pay. 

Health T^hfaim Sneh 

also decided that the state will not 
toudi the fiist NIS4p,0(X) of a 
couple’s savings when one of 
iban has to be hospitalized in an 
institution. Until now, half of an 
savings were taken by the state to 
help cover expenses. When the 
person to be hoqutalized is not 
married, savings under 
NIS 20,000 wUl not be tonched. 

In addition, the request for 
bank statements of acoonnis 
to help commiuees Herid ff on di- 
gibiUty for state help will be aa- 
celed. From titng to the per¬ 
son hospitalized will be asked to 
declare income, which is the 
practice at the National Insur¬ 
ance Tnstiinte, and a sample pa¬ 
tient’s inanne will be exanii^ 
closely. 

The ministiy also decided to 
inoease the nnmher of state-snb- 
sidized geriatric patients by 350. 


The ministry noted that the 
new procedures will ^eatly ease 
the sitnation for 7J)00 duonieally 
Ql hospi talfag d. geriatric patients 
and for tire 1,400 waidi^ for rec- 
ogni^ of eligibili^.
